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Tate Called 
Cold Blooded 
Murder

1/3S ANGELES (AP) - The 


prosecutor in the Sharon Tate 
murder trial has told the jury 
that. Charles Manson is "nothing 
but a cold-blooded murderer 
who places absolutely no value 
on another human being's life." 


"He loved people all right," 


Deputy Disl. Ally. Vincent Bug- 
liosi said Wednesday. "He loved 
I>eople in the cemetery." 


The prosecutor was in the 


third tiay of closing arguments, 
methodically reading from the 
testimony by virtually every 
witness called in the state's 24- 
week case. 


The six-month-old 
trial re- 


cessed until Monday when Bug- 


, liosi said he would finish 
the 


first part of his argument. How- 
ever, he has promised to spend 
four more days arguing after 
the defense delivers summa- 
tions. 


Manson, 36, and three women 


followers, on trial for murder- 
conspiracy in the slayings of 
Miss Tate and six others, lis- 
tened to court proceedings on 
loudspeakers 
in 
adjoining 


rooms. The women were ousted 
from court for the rest of the 
trial after a shouting, kicking 
melee Tuesday with 
bailiffs. 


Manson, also ousted for criticiz- 
ing the judge, was told he could 
return Wednesday but chose not 
to, attorneys said. 


Bugliosi centered his argu- 


ment on Manson who, he said, 
"has 
an insatiable lust for 


death, blood and murder ... 
and thinks it's just grand to 
murder human beings." 


He portrayed Manson as a 


dictatorial clan leader with be- 
liefs like Hitler. Manson's fol- 
lowers, 
said 
the prosecutor, 


were 
merely 
"robots" 
and 


"zombies" who obeyed slavishly 
—even in killing. 


Much of Bugliosi's lengthy 


reading of transcript centered 
on testimony by state witness 
Linda Kasabian whose charac- 
ter he defended. Testimony has 
indicated Mrs. \ Kasabian, an 
ex-member of Manson's hippie- 
type "family," was a heavy 
drug user and sexually .promis- 
cuous'. >. /

Kasabian deserves any medals 
or an award from the Kiwanis 
Club," Bugliosi said.

SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 


Command announced today that 
23 American troops were killed 
in action in Indochina last week, 
the lowest weekly toll in more 
than five years. 


The command said another 46 


Americans died from non hos- 
tile 
and illnesses. 


It was the lowest number of 


U.S. battlefield deaths since 14 
Americans were reported killed 
during the week of Oct. 17-23, 


1965. 


The weekly casualty sum- 


mary also reported 160 Ameri- 
cans wounded in action last 
week, the lowest total in six 
weeks. A total of 44,167 Ameri- 
cans have been reported killed 
in action, 8,990 have died from 
nonhostile causes and 
293,077 


have been wounded since Jan. 1 
1961.

ters reported 266 of its troops 
killed in action last week, the 
lowest total in six weeks, and 
said 
886 South 
Vietnamese

WASHINGTON ( A P ) - Hop- 


ing to encourage opening of 
peace negotiations by Jan. 5, 
the United States has indicated 
willingness to assume 
heavy 


new obligations in the Middle 
East. 


Secretary of State William P. 


Rogers assured Egypt and Is- 
rael Wednesday that the United 
States would join in guaran- 
teeing a peace settlement in the 
traditionally 
crisis-wracked 


area and would consider putting 
U. S. troops in a peace-keeping 
force. 


The kind of active participa- 


tion in peace keeping which 
could take both political and 
military form would mean a 
new degree of U. S. involvement 
in a foreign trouble spot. 


And it would come while the 


United States is trying to extri- 
cate itself from Southeast Asia. 


Rogers outlined the U. S. posi- 


tion at a news conference Tues- 
day. 


Officials said, however, that 


the U. S. is in fact deeply in- 
volved in the Middle East any- 
way because of long term inter- 
ests there, commitments it has 
already made to Israel, its sup- 
port for Arab states like Jordan 
and Saudi Arabia, and its peace 
initiative. 


Rogers emphasized that the 


basis for any U. S. undertaking 
would be an agreement—prima- 
rily between Israel and Egypt 
for permanent peace in the 
area. He said the countries join- 
ing such a settlement would 
have to be satisfied "that they 
have sufficient strength to pro- 
tect themselves." 


He emphasized in responding 


to questions that the United 
States had assured Israel it 
could count on continued Ameri- 
can support. 


Once a settlement is achieved, 


Rogers said, the question of se- 
curing it would have to be nego- 
tiated by the countries involved. 


"We have indicated to all con-

Under questioning he made it 


clear that the Nixon administra- 
tion's stand on sending Ameri- 
can troops to the Middle East is 
less fully developed than its pol- 
icy of readiness to join in guar- 
antees of a peace agreement. 


The present 
cease-fire be- 


tween Israel, Egypt and Jordan 
is now in its fifth month. It is 
clue to expire Feb. 5, the termi- 
nal date for the extension of the 
original three month truce. 


Rogers cited the continuing 


absence of active war in the 
area as a reason for some opti- 
mism about the prospects for 
negotiations. 


"We think 1971 may be a year 


of decision in the Middle East. 
We think the climate is very 
good," he said. Whether the 
Russians are pressing for a set- 
tlement as he said the U. S. is 
doing was a question on which 
Rogers expressed skepticism. 


"I think it's quite clear," he 


declared, that in some ways the 
Soviet Union benefits by contin- 
ued difficulty in the Middle east. 


The U. S. has no intention, 


Rogers 
told a questioner, of 


joining in a' peace-police force 
with Russia. He said that would 
be impractical.

To the would-be writer, few 


things are as precious as the 
words and ideas he has put to- 
gether into a manuscript. Dis- 
quieting thoughts of literary copy- 
cats may cross his mind. Wouldn't 
it be wise to rush his manuscript 
off to Washington and have it 
copyrighted? 


The trouble is, most kinds of 


literary material cannot be copy- 
righted in that manner. The only 
way to copyright a book or an 
article or a story is to actually 
publish it and to include, with 
that first publication, a "notice of

Only after publication will the 


Copyright Office accept the mate- 
rial for registration. The registra- 
tion, although not a copyright in 
itself, is useful in establishing the 
writer's rights in case of dispute. 


Then what does protect his 


manuscript before it is published? 
It is protected, very effectively, by 
an ancient rule of law often 
called "common law copyright." 


Under this rule, the writer owns 


his work automatically—just as 
the man who builds a bookcase 
owns it automatically. He need 
not go through any particular 
formalities in order to establish 
his rights. 


Nor must he keep the manu- 


script secret to protect his "com- 
mon law copyright." He may let 
friends read it. He may submit it 
to editors for possible sale. By 
doing so, he no more gives up his 
ownership than a person gives up 
ownership of a watch by sub- 
mitting it to a jeweler for ap- 
praisal. 


Furthermore, his ownership has 


no time limit. While an ordinary 
copyright cannot last more than 
56 years, a "common law copy- 
right" may last indefinitely—so 
long as the work remains un- 
published. 
, ... In one famous case, an unpub- 
lished story of Mark Twain came 
into the possession of a collector. 
But his plans to publish the story 
were blocked in court. 


The judge held that even though 


73 years had gone by since it was 
written, and even though Twain 
had been dead for 38 years, his 
"common law copyright" was 
still good.

Science Makes 
Inroads Into 
Kidney Disease

LITTLE ROCK (AP),-:-The, 


doctor may break the news 
gently, but the point of the mes- 
sage is blunt and hard: 


Your kidneys 
have 
failed, 


there is nothing else that can be 
done and you might as well get 
your affairs in order, because 
within a month you will die. 


Quite a few people have heard 


this message in various forms 
and unfortunately, for most of 
them it proved to be true. Up 
until about 10 years ago, it 
came true for everyone who 
heard it, unless some miracle 
happened. Since then, medical 
science has made inroads into 
kidney disease and a few more 
people each year stay alive. 


The breakthrough came when 


the first 
successful 
kidney 


transplant was conducted. This 
offered .hope for those who could 
afford the enormous cost. Con- 
tinuing progress in surgical 
techniques and the invention of 
a device that could keep a per- 
son alive, even after his kidney 
became totally inoperative, also 
helped out. However, all the 
types of treatment remained so 
costly that the vast majority of 
people simply could not afford 
them. 


The problem associated with 


kidney, or renal disease, as it 


is known medically, and the 
reason it is so deadly is that 
when the kidneys stop function- 
ing, the various poisons that 
are built up in the body cannot 
be eliminated. The kidneys, the 
world's most effective filtering 
system, take all these poisons 
out of the blood. 


The body has two kidneys and 


can continue to function normal- 
ly with only one of them. How- 
ever, if that kidney fails, there 
is no alternative to either spe- 
cial treatment or death. 


Kidney transplants, like other 


organ transplants, are subject 
to rejection by the body and for 
this reason the matching of the 
patient and the donor is all- 
important. The best donors are 
those in the immediate family 
of the patient. 


The techniques of selecting 


the proper donor for the patient 
have increased greatly in recent 
years. The only problem was 
that the patient had to be kept 
alive until the best donor was 
found. 


This problem has been solved. 


Medical technology has come 
up with a machine to perform 
the 
functions 
of the 
kidney 


through a treatment known as 
hemodialyois. This 
machine 


pumps the blood from the pa- 
tient's body into a coil where 
the impurities in the blood are 
filtered out. The coil, made of 
plastic, contains a cellophane 
membrane through which the 
blood flows. The coil is im- 
mersed in a liquid similar in 
composition to blood and the 
me'rnbrane in the filter allows 
molecular-sized 
impurities 
to 


escape as the blood circulates 
and is returned to the body. 


The treatments must be ad- 


ministered twice a week to 
most patients and last about six 
hours each. The filter coil must 
be disposed of after each treat- 
ment and >-ach coil costs about 
$20. The total cost per year for 
the patient runs trom $10,000 to 
$14,000 for treatment in a hos- 
pital. A home dialysis machine 
that can be operated by the pa- 
tient is now available, which 
brings the cost down to about 
$5,000 or less per year. 


Arkansas has the facilities for 


such treatments, however, they 
are not used at anywhere near 
their full capacity because most 
of the people who need them 
cannot afford the cost. 


The University of Arkansas 


Medical Center has two dialysis 
machines and the Baptist Medi- 
cal Center and the Veterans 
Hospital, all in Little Rock, 
have one machine each.

Led

youths carrying a wooden coffin 
depicting "the longest trip," 
thousands of high school stu- 
dents coupled Christmas carol- 
ing with a mass candlelight 
procession against drugs. 


Singing Christmas carols and 


shouting antidrug slogans, the 
marchers clogged traffic for 
more than two hours Tuesday 
night on busy Hollywood Boule- 
vard, then went to a i.earby 
park where a rock concert was 
staged. 


"All 
this march meant to say 


was, 'give us a chance,'" said 
John Costello. "We have a hard 
drug problem in this area and 
we must fight it. 


"I think we accomplished a 


lot," added the 18-year-old stu- 
dent at South Broward High. 


The march was protested by 


businessmen who said it would 
hurt 
last-minute 
Christmas 


shopping. During the march 
some stores closed, but soon re- 
opened. 


"There are drugs everywhere 


you turn and young people are 
the easiest victims," said 18- 
year-old John Ackley. The stu- 
dent at South Broward High 
said, however, he never touched 
the stuff. 


"I am proud of our young peo- 


ple and I'll back them all the 
way," said Ann Ignatowicz, who 
paced the pavement while her 
son inarched. 


The assault on drugs 
was 


launched at McArthur High, and 
supporters were enlisted from 
several other schools in Bro- 
ward County. 


"We don't like the idea of the 


older people looking after us," 
said Ken Eisner, an 18-year-old 
student at McArthur High. "We 
have decided to handle the prob- 
lems ourselves, and that's what 
we are doing tonight." 


The object of the march was 


to raise funds to fight drug 
abuse. "The struggle has just 
lie gun," said Costello.

6 Small Meals a Day 


In Hiatal Hernia Cases 


By LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—For a hia- 
tal hernia, what foods should 
I avoid? Would four small 
meals a day instead of three 
be advisable? 


Dear Reader—Anyone who 


is having symptoms from a 
hiatal hernia should make 
changes in his living habits 
to prevent problems. The 
less the lower end of the eso- 
phagus is irritated the less 
likely the problem will be- 
come more severe. 


It is best to eat six small 


meals a day. This prevents 
overloading the s t o m a c h , 
causing regurgitation of its 
contents into the esophagus. 
You should not eat anything 
for at least two hours before 
going to bed or lying down. 
This provides time for the 
stomach to empty. It helps 
if you can learn to sleep in 
a bed with the head elevated 
about 10 i n c h e s by using 
blocks or chairs. Otherwise, 
the normal stomach secre- 
tions can leak backward into 
the lower esophagus. 


You should avoid all spicy 


and h i g h l y seasoned food. 
Eliminate coffee, alcohol, 
tea, cola drinks and ciga- 
rettes. 


Of course, a n y o n e with 


symptoms from hiatal her- 
nia should NOT wear any- 
thing constricting around the 
abdomen. This includes gir- 
dles, belts and exceptionally 
tight t r o u s e r s . Avoid all 
tasks that require bending. 
You can use this to avoid 
garden work. 


Since the vast majority of 


people with hiatal hernia are 
fat at the beginning of their 
trouble (that is part of their 
problem), any one who is 
overweight and has symp- 
toms must reduce. The 
pounds of fat inside the ab- 
dominal cavity merely help 
push the stomach through 
the hole in the diaphram. 


Between m e a l s take an 


antiacid, l i q u i d or tablet. 
The pills o f t e n u s e d for 
ulcers to relax the stomach 
are NOT good for hiatal her- 
nia b e c a u s e they delay 
emptying of the stomach. 


Would an operation to cor- 


rect this condition be dan- 
gerous? Any operation is 
dangerous. 
However, most 


patients with hiatal hernia 
can be treated successfully 
without surgery if they fol- 
low the m e a s u r e s I have 
listed. 


If the problem is neglected 


and the lower esophagus be- 
comes s c a r r e d and ob- 
structed, then an operation 
may be required. This ques- 
tion has to be resolved by

than other parts of the body. 
Possibly the warmth of the 
shoes or retention of normal 
body heat helps prevent the 
cramps. There are many 
causes for foot cramps, in- 
cluding disease of the arter- 
ies that needs medical at- 
tention, but this is so simple 
that it is worth a try. Per- 
haps good warm socks would 
do the trick. I w o u l d be 
interested in hearing from 
others who have had this 
problem to see if they get 
any relief with either socks, 
shoes or both.

WASHINGTON (AP) - An es- 


timated $1.1 billion New Year's 
pay raise for federal employees 
is stalled in Congress behind a 
defense appropriation bill, but 
congressional sources say it will 
probably be passed by Jan. 3. 


The bill, worked out by a 


House-Senate conference, ap- 
parently faces no major opposi- 
tion and the Nixon administra- 
tion has indicated approval. 


The Civil Service Commission 


would have to scramble, howev- 
er, to put pay increases into ef- 
fect in time for the first pay 
checks for 1971.

The bill would not legislate

WASHINGTON (AP) - A ma- 


jor reorganization of military 
intelligence has been ordered by 
Defense Secretary Melvin R. 
laird 
following

Army carried out a vast spy op- 
eration against civilians. 


In a move to tighten civilian 


control over the military, Laird 
directed that command of the 
Defense 
Intelligence 
Agency 


(DIA) 
be removed from the 


Joint Chiefs of Staff, the Penta- 
gon's ranking military body, 
and placed directly under his 
authority. 


"I want to be certain that De- 


partment 
of Defense intelli- 


gence and counterintelligence 
activities are completely con- 
sistent 
with 
constitutional 


rights, all other legal provisions 
and national security needs," he 
said. "These activities must be 
conducted in a manner which 
recognizes and preserves indi- 
vidual human rights." 


Laird's orders, to "take effect 


at the earliest date practical" 
but not later than Feb. 1st, were 
spelled out in a memorandum to 
the Joint Chief$; • the' civilian 
secretaries of the Army, Navy 
and Air Force and the directors 
of the various defense agencies. 


Although the defense chief did 


not refer directly to disclosures 
last week that Army intelli- 
gence agents had spied on hun- 
dreds of civilians, he indicated 
this was one of the determining 
factors for his action and made 
reference to "abuses." 


Daniel C. Henkin, chief Penta- 


gon spokesman declined to ex- 
plain what Laird meant by 
abuses, but noted the Army was 
ordered last June to destroy its 
voluminous intelligence files on 
civilians considered 
potential 


troublemakers. 


For at least the past year, 


there have been charges in Con- 
gress and from former Army in- 
telligence agents that military 
authorities were overzealous in 
conducting surveillance of per- 
sons involved in antiwar activi- 
ties or leftist political groups. 


Laird told Congres earlier this 


month these activities, institut- 
ed during the Johnson Adminis- 
tration when the Army was 
called on to help quell civilian 
disturbances, have been drasti- 
cally curtailed. 


But the controversy was re- 


newed last week by Sen. Sam J. 
ervin, D-N.C., chairman of the 
Senate subcommittee on consti- 
tutional rights, who disclosed in- 
formation alleging the Army 
spied on more than 800 civilians 
in Illinois alone, including Dem- 
ocratic Sen. Adlai Stevenson III, 
and other political figures. 


In his memo, Laird specifical-

reached 137.8 per cent of the 
1957-59 average, meaning it cost 
$13.78 last month for every $10

workers dropped 66 cents to
